the laws of Cngland — Thou judgment was pronounced so reveutly ws

Tt appenis then thas 
in Janumy 1823, just. one month only before I wag banished fiom India, 
a draft of a despatch was sent up fom the Indin Wouse to the Board 
of Control, to he sent out to Caleutta, compla‘ning of the fieedom of the 
press m Bengal, and ordering ths authorities thera to restore the Con« 
sorsyp. — This despatch was never sent out, howvever, and as this fret 
became’ nowy the inference wns, that tho Bond of Gontral was more 
Tboval then the Court of Directors, and objected to the renewal of the 
Cefgorship, ns opposed to that hbetalty.

Tle Post-oflice contract, before refered to, is somewhat differently 
undeistood by Mi, Peacock and myself; but in pomt of fret, the m s+ 
constuction of thal agicemont was on the pait of the Postmnster- 
General m India, and it would be had to p nish me for his wan of 
attention 01 intelligonce; and in readily, though the Josy to me was ex~ 
cessive by its breach, E never hed refunded to me aly thing for the 
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losses of the past, and whon the contract was expied, the govein-

public opinion, and no fiecdom of expression ought to be allowed

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In speaking of the aiticle on Dr. Bryeo’s appointmont, for the pub- 
lication of which I was banished without tial fom Ind a, 1 was glad 
do find that Mi Peacock mado no comment on it whatever, Ue 
showed his disciction n not attempt'ng to dwell «por what he must 
have known would have been iivest gated; nid h’s silonoe on this 
aubject speaks volumes in my favor. If ho could have shown to 
the Com nittee that the mule in question was impiopes, or dangerous, 
and that the banishment I received for it was therofore flit ig aad jugt, 
no floubt he would have done 30; for this may be said to be the 
shongest pat of my case, Ilo knows it, however, to be the wonkest, 
of that of tho Last Indian Governme it, and he therefore very pr dently 
and wery skiff ly passes over itn haste. 

Tn advertieg to the laws medtle for heersiag the Indian Picas, Mr, 
Peacock cited the authority of Sn Francis Macnaghten, to show that 
og the British Constitution did not oxtend to India, so he did not con» 
ceive the freedom of the press to be extended to Indin either. Now, 
Sn Trancis Macnaghton, when he made ths assartion, was one of the 
Puisne Judges of the Comt, and sat alone upon the Bench whon ho 
auttored tt, “will place besido it, therefore, an authority of even still 
gienia weight, that of Sw Ldwmd T]yde East, who was tha Chief 
aSugtioe in the same Comt, who was supported: on the Boneh by ‘two

confiscated, as Mi, Lushington, in his evidence olready read, very 
truly desenbes The differcice, hevcfne, is immense.

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down any man’s journal; hogan only bo punished in any way though

Even th’s licensmg law was, however, wholly wmeceasaty; and so 
was the Cunsorship, Tha power alrendy possessed was more than 
sufficient for avery purpose; and Mr. Can ng had very duly sad, 
hat provided he could have the rules prescribed by the Ciret lat of

o crush this dreaded evil, no such application was made, oither be- 
wouae it wis deemed unnecessary, or thought I'kely to be unsua- 
poonsful—a proof at once of the’: opinion, that tho evil was not so proat 
4 had been pretended ; and also, that the law os it stood was sufficient 
40 repress avery abuse, provided it were put mio execution, which was 
all Lcontonded for, fiom beginaing to end, and is all f contend for now. 

An event now oceuried, the history of which 1s a3 new to mo as it 
is no doubt tv the Columittce, and a if wil bo when mado known to 
the publio--I mean the Scoret Meeting at Tifo House. ‘This took 
placd on the Ist of March, 1823, on tho very day that Twas setting 
sail fom Ind’a as a b mished man. ‘ 

Tia meoting al Vito Monge was nttonded by Lod Liverpool, Mr. 
Canning, Mr. Wynne, the Chairman and Deputy-Chahninn of the 
Yast India Company, and Mr Sergeant Bosanquel, their solicitor. 
Tho object of tho macting was to confer on what should be done to 
put down the Lreedom of the Piess in India. and tho issue of it was, 
that the patios named drew up g thinute, ia which, whilo thay declared 
that they did not think it necessmy to apply to Purhanent for any 
how paweers to restram the Indian P ose, Vned Amherst, who was j st 
‘thon gomg out ns the new Governor-General was encouraged lo proceed 
to the removal from the countay of any offending Lduor, withent any 
prtioular degice of delinquency being asagned; this being Joft one 
‘tuely to his discretion, and he being assured of the fullest sayeiOrt from, 
the King’s Government at home, ns well ns of tho Mast India Directors, 
in any measure ho might think necessary for tris purpose But even ia 
this document, no iden is suggested of tho suppression of the offending 
Journal, ov the destinetion of the property so invested, na a fit punish. 
ment for the offence, In the minule of the Secret Comnnttec of tha 
India House on this document, which minute is datéd on the 4th of 
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March, 1823, only choo days a tei wards, ‘the Comt concur in thinking 
that Lord A uhe st shot ld fava all the support which the Government 
hee could giva him, to .estiuin the Liberty of the Pioss 11 Indias bot 
even in this also, not tho least dea ‘s Unow1 out of the plopr'ety of 
suppicss’ng ary Journal, om destroyiig any Plopeity, the v1 imate 
extent of pinisiment cohtump ated by either party being the removal 
fiom India of the offending Tditor “In the letter of the Bomd of 
Gontiol, dated the 4th of Api], 1823, in anawar_ to the letter of tie 
India Dneetors of the 17th of Janumy, the Bom say, that it was nog 
thought desiable to apply to Yul ament for stronger powers than 
aheady existed. Buti the mein time, Lord Amherst hud saded for 
India, with tho secret instructcns given him ut the Seciet Meotiig nt 
File House in his poset, a¢ his authoiity aud guarantee for any 
measmes ho might think fit to pursne, a8 {uy pe the removal ol offending’ 
Cditors could accomplish this 2nd. I agnhf épeat, haweyo, that this 
was the Ingest menstie of punish nent théh‘in the coutemplation of a1, 
party, for the very worst offences that could bo committed though 
tho Indian Pross, and this was severe enough; though, as the Com. 
mittee will Lam sme admit, it was nothing m comparison with the 
annihilation of all his fortune and future prdspects, superadded to the 
banishment tisclf In ths Jettcr, the Womd farther suy, that much 
‘SFomyer weresons than any yet assigned would be requisite to induce, 
the Pat"ament to g vo luge powes to the Indian Government than 
those they possessed ahendy, for restraining the Indinn Press.” And 
lot the Commuttee observe, that this expression 18 used when oll the 
strongest 1casons afforded by my conduct were fully beforo them; a 
Wy this t me they were acquainted with overy one of the articles com 
plamed of jn the Calcutta Jou nal, except that on Dr. ee ap- 
pomtment, which al paties now admit to be so haimless, that even 
My opponents aie obl ged to tinze bock their aenich after eatl’er and 
more objectondle ait'cles, to xecumulata oe sufficient amgunt of 
offence against me, by addhigeth 2m all together, as though ma vy misdo« 
meanois would make up one capital felony, oy soveral trifling eros 
Amomnt to ove ovciwheliing eric. *
